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Teams fail to pass test 


Stopped 
midway, 
bus depot 
must wait 


Art students voice concerns to 
administration after construction 
disturbed classes; project canceled

Jack hammers and diesel fumes that inter- 
rupted classes at the Art Sculpture Lab last 
week united students and faculty in an ef- 
fort to halt construction of a bus depot be- 
hind the Public Safety building. 

Following a unanimous vote by the Sac- 
ramento State Faculty Senate and a strong 
push by art students, Associate Vice Presi- 
dent of. Facilities Services Ron Richardson 
scuttled the bus depot project and canceled 
all construction at the site until after the 
end of the semester. Two modular units for 
ROTC and Public Safety have already been 
installed and will not be relocated. The bus 
depot will be moved to.a different place on 
campus, a location Richardson said has not 
yet been determined. 

Some damage had already been done, re- 
sulting in what Assistant Professor of Art 
Sarah Flohr said was a general lack of un- 
derstanding and caring about the needs of 
the Art Department. 

A communication breakdown led to some 
of the conflict, Richardson said. Facilities 
Services workers and outside contractors 
began installing modular units and trench- 
ing through the parking lot between Public 
Safety and the lab, without the Art Depart- 
ment ever having been notified. Richardson 
said he is working with the Provost's Office 
to create a better line of communication to 
the departments throughout campus. 

Seven parking spaces were lost to the 
modular units and to the storage contain- 
ers to be used by Public Safety and ROTC. 
These parking spaces are essential to the 
sculpture lab because they enable students 
to transport large pieces of art to and from 
the lab, drop-off projects and have safe ac-

His parents wanted him to have the 
educational opportunity they never 
had access to — especially in Mexico. 
With the high standard his parents set 
for him and his three siblings, Miguel 
Cervantes knew that hard work was 
the key to success. 

“My dad, I think he finished el- 
ementary. school, and my mom too,

but they didn't go on to junior high 
or high school. They knew the way to 
more opportunities was an education 
and they knew in Mexico it was going 
to be really hard,’ he said. 

As a Sacramento State government 
major and newly elected Associated 
Students Inc. president for the 2008- 
09 year, 21-year-old Cervantes not 
only sought to represent the campus 
community through student-body 
government, but also as chair for the 
Legislative Affairs Committee for the 
California State Student Association. 

The California State Student Asso-

ciation is a statewide student govern- 
ment organization with two repre- 
sentatives from each California State 
University campus who serve on the 
board of directors. 

Susana Gonzalez, executive director 
for the association, said Cervantes’ 
responsibility is to track legislation 
that impacts the CSU campuses, pro- 
vide tools the association requires 
and interact with members of the 
State Legislature on behalf of 450,000 
students. Cervantes’ largest projects

Sacramento State football and 
track and field coaches have 
moved into the new Eli and 
Edythe Broad Field House. 

Last week, the football and track 
and field programs began moving 
into and operating out of the new 
athletic facility. 

The approximately  20,000- 
square-foot building replaces Sac 
State’s old field house, which is 
being torn down so that construc- 
tion can begin on the new Recre- 
ation and Wellness Center sched- 
uled to open September 2010. The 
recreation and Wellness center 
will include a new Student Health 
Center, weight-training and fit- 
ness rooms, an indoor track and 
a rock-climbing wall. 

The two-story field house in-

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cludes a 4,565-square-foot weight 
room, an athletic training room, 
an equipment room for football, 
track and field and baseball, meeting 
rooms, mens and womens locker 
rooms and offices for the football 
and track and field programs. 

While coaches and staff moved 
into the building, workers contin- 
ued to put finishing touches on the 
facility, such as hanging mirrors and 
installing equipment. 

Sac State Deputy Director of Ath- 
letics Bill Macriss said that staff had 
to move out of the old Field House 
before all of the work on the new 
facility was complete, so that con- ~ 
struction could begin on the Recre- 
ation and Wellness Center. — 

“The new field house more ad- 
equately reflects the quality of cam- 
pus and institution that Sac State is,”

Sacramento State’s Intercollegiate Ath- 
letics Department adopted several new 
policies after 3.35 scholarships were tak- 
en away from all sports teams. 

The National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciated released statistics from the Aca- 
demic Progress Rate report that ranked 
Sac State as the school with the most ath- 
letic programs penalized of any Division 
I school in the country. Student-Athlete 
Resource Center Director Paul Edwards 
said for two years now, the center has 
been working with the athletic depart- 
ment to improve the relatively new type 
of reports. 

“We are working on our APR; our 
coaches and staff are understanding 
more and more on how it works,’ Ed- 
wards said. “As a two-time alum of Sac

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College relations manager gives advice 


to students seeking job opportunities

Sacramento State graduate stu- 
dents who want to make the best 
impression on potential employ- 
ers may want to take some ad- 
vice before making that first ap- 
proach. 

Gisele Larson, college relations 
manager of Enterprise Rent-A- 
Car, said her tips are beneficial for 
anyone who seeks a job in the ‘real 
world’ following graduation. 

A 20-year employee of Enter- 
prise Rent-A-Car, Larson is a sea- 
soned recruiter for the company 
who has given numerous presen- 
tations and informational meet- 
ings about what students should 
do to land job opportunities fol- 
lowing graduation from college. 
There are six main points that she 
focuses on. 

First is the need for students to 
get involved with extracurricu- 
lar activities both on and off the 
university campus. Larson said 
that students should participate in 
school leadership roles and keep 
themselves occupied by going out 
‘into the community to engage 
themselves. 

“Individuals who can handle 
a lot show balance. When I am 
looking at a résumé, I look for not 
only the extra work, but the posi- 
tions. We want leaders...” Larson 
said. 

In addition to involvement on 
campus, Larson advises students 
to prepare “flawless” résumés that 
reflect their accomplishments and 
experience in the work world. 

“A flawless résumé is one of the 
most important job search tools. 
A good résumé should reflect a 
well-balanced college experience,’ 
Larson said. “It's important not to 
discount any job you've held and 
to carefully list appropriate expe- 
rience for the job on your résumé. 
The primary objective is to stand 
out.” 

While résumés are essential in 
demonstrating ones skills and rel- 
evant work, Larson said it is very 
important to keep them short and 
to the point. 

“We see so many résumés. It is 
important to haye.a résumé that 
shows everything about you in 
one page, Larson said. 

Renee Latoures, student assis- 
tant for Sac State's Career Center, 
said it is important that students 
update their résumés as their ex- 


periences changes over time. 

‘A lot of times students have 
part-time restaurant jobs and the 
résumé they used to get that job 
is less formal than how the new 
résumé should be,’ Latoures said. 
“After you graduate, you need to 
make a more professional résumé 
that highlights your skills and 
qualifications.” 

Latoures said the Career Center 
offers many outlets for students to 
look to when searching for a job, 
such as internship opportunities, 
walk-in counseling, résumé cri- 
tiquing and on-campus recruiters 
who advertise through the center. 
On-campus recruiters are people 
from businesses who are looking 
for employees on school cam- 
puses. 

Whereas résumés and involve- 
ment on campus are top priorities 
when seeking recognition from 
future employers, Larson said stu- 
dents must do their “homework.” 
This means they should look up 
the history and philosophy of the 
company in order to answer ques- 
tions respectively and thought- 
fully. — 

“There is so much info on the 
Web. You should have a good idea 
on what you are applying for,’ Lar- 
son said, “Employers will know if 
you put your work in. It shows 
that you are prepared.” 

Down her line of tips, Larson 
stresses the importance of an in- 
terviewees disposition and dress 
attire, as first encounters and im- 
pressions are very important. She 
said students should demonstrate 
that they are professional and can 
represent the business. cordially. 
Larson said that students should 
bring a portfolio to illustrate their 
work and experiences. 

“Each student should invest in a 
good suit; you never know when 
you will need it, Larson said. 
“Once you are hired, the company 
will let you know what you are al- 
lowed to wear.’ 

Many students often anticipate 
their ‘dream job’ toward the very 
beginning of their careers, but 
Larson said it's important to keep 
an open mind, as they may not get 
that most-desired job right away. 
Instead, students should focus on 
building their experiences; it may 
lead to a love of something new, 
she said. 

“Searching for employment after 
graduation can be an exciting and 
challenging time for students,’ 
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chance to learn and really figure 
out what one wants to do within 
that company. 

Sac State graduate Mikhail Ress- 
Nathans said he settled for the 
first job he was offered within his 
career and absolutely enjoys what 
he does. 

“It has been really hard finding 
a job after I graduated in the fall,” 
Ress-Nathans said. “I took the first

“It is really competitive out 
there and employers are getting 
more and more applicants who 
are totally eligible for the position 
they may be offering,’ Wilkie said. 
“This all happens in May when 
graduated seniors are looking 
for jobs. I just hope that I will be 
able to get a job quickly and easily 
when I graduate,” he said. 

While her tips are beneficial to 
graduate students, Larson said to 
begin looking into job opportuni- 
ties immediately. In other words, 
students should not wait until the 
last possible moment to search for 
a job. Students can look into job 
opportunities before graduation 
to get a head start, Larson said. 

“If you are graduating in spring, 
try to have some interviews in the 
fall” Larson said. “I am always 
amazed to see freshmen at career 
fairs looking for job opportuni- 
ties.” 

Students who want to learn 
about possible career paths can 
visit the Gareer Center on campus 
where it offers a booklet called 
“Career Search Manual Etiquette.’ 
In that manual, students are given 
advice on what to say or practice 
in order to perform well in a job 
interview.

Student Health Center spends $400,000 on electronic 


medical record system to increase efficiency of services

The Sacramento State Student Health Center recently implemented 
an electronic medical record system in order to improve efficiency. 

The center began using the new system on April 7. The system stores 
all student medical records electronically and gives the center's staff ac- 
cess to those records through their computers: Previously, the center 
stored student medical records on paper charts. 

Student Health Center Interim Associate Director Laurie Bisset Grady 
said the center is using the new system as part of an effort to modernize 
and increase the efficiency of the center's services. 

“Paper medical records are cumbersome and now we can keep the 
same information computerized,’ she said. 

The electronic system is more efficient because it allows the center's 
staff to look up a patient’s records using his or her OneCard number, 
instead of searching through the paper files, Grady said. Rather than

students having to carry their records to the health provider, as was 
previously the case, providers will simply look up and update the charts 
via the computer. 

The center researched electronic medical record systems in relation to 
college health centers in California and decided on a program, known 
as OpenChart, provided by the Boston, Mass., firm Point and Click So- 
lutions Inc. ‘ 

“OpenChart is designed to improve clinical care in a practical way 
that gives providers the timely, helpful information they need without 
slowing their existing work-flow,’ according to a brochure on the Point 
and Click Solutions Inc. website. 

The cost of the new system to the Student Health Center, which is run 
by student fees, was approximately $400,000. 

Ultimately, the electronic system will save the center money, Grady said. 
The annual cost of maintaining the paper medical files is $100,000. 

Students experienced some delays during the first week of the service 
as center staff learned how to use the system, Grady said. Wait times 
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have been reduced and many of the kinks in the system have been 
worked out as the center’s staff have become more familiar with the 
system, she said. 

The upgrade to an electronic medical record system is part of a two to 
three year project to completely computerize the center's services as it 
prepares to move to the Recreation and Wellness Center scheduled to 
open in September 2010, Grady said. 

The next phase of the project is to develop an electronic check-in sys- 
tem where students swipe their OneCards at computer kiosks in the 
center instead of waiting in line to speak to a staff member at the regis- 
tration desk, Grady said. The center hopes to have the computer kiosks 
in place this fall.

Regional Transit presents plan to address demoaraphie changes in Sacramento

Sacramento Regional Transit District came to 
campus to present its new transit master plan that 
is intended to help ease traffic congestions due to 
Sacramentos growing population. 

The open-house forum was held to solicit feedback 
from the Sacramento State community, as many stu- 
dents rely on public transportation to get to school 
and work. 

The new plan would create a larger transit service 
to address the demographic changes Sacramento 
has experienced in recent years from population 
growth. 

Under the new plan, such changes could include 
light rail services connecting Sac State to other com- 
munity colleges and the Sacramento International 
Airport. 

To develop the new transit plan and improve cur- 
rent transit services, Regional Transit will ask the 
community for a quarter cent tax increase to help 
fund work on the new transit plan. 

This tax increase would need the approval of the 
public, so Regional Transit has scheduled open- 
house forums to share the new transit plans and to 
get public support. 

The feedback at the forum was positive.and many 
students and community members showed up to see 
exactly what Regional Transit is working on. 

Erika Miner, junior parks and recreation major, 
does not use mass transit but due to rising gas prices, 
she was at the forum to learn more about the pro- 
posed transit services and how she could benefit 
from them. 

“I would like to use mass transit but it doesn’t ex- 
tend to where I need to go,’ Miner said: “By provid- 
ing more routes, the new plan will offer more stops 
to people.” 

In addition to avoiding the rising cost of gas, Miner 
said the new plan would help the environment and 
encourage the public to pay attention to the plan. 

“This could potentially be on the ballot because of 
the tax increase,’ Miner said. “People should know 
what's going on and be informed about what’s hap- 
pening.” 

Paul Marx, director of planning for Regional Tran- 
sit, said the new plan is a reflection of the needs of 
the community. 

“The transit master plan is a re-examination of the 
transit philosophy and it reflects all the demographic 


changes that have taken place since then,” Marx said, 
comparing the new plan to the 1993 version. 

The transit philosophy is the examination of the 
basis or structure around which Regional Transit is 
going to provide transit service to the community. 

The Sacramento Area Council. of Governments, 
which provides transportation planning and funding 
for the region, created a 50-year land use scenario

to make continued transit service very expensive.” 

To meet those plans, the transit plan provides three 
scenarios for the growth of transit services: A, B and 
C. The public will then vote on which scenario they 
would like Regional Transit to pursue. 

Under scenario A, the plan would continue tran- 
sit services as they are over the next few years. This 
would create a problem for Sacramento residents.

called the “Blueprint.” This was created to help pre- 
dict the development of the Sacramento region over 
the next 50 years and was the basis for the creation of 
the updated transit master plan. 

The plan projects a doubling in growth of Sacra- 
mento’s population and is structured to- meet the 
growing populations needs by creating a larger tran- 
sit service. | 

“There is a projected increase in population of over 
900,000 and an increase of 800,000 jobs in the Sacra- 
mento region, Marx said. “If we continue to develop 
in a suburban pattern with family housing, it’s going 
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As the population continues to grow, transit services 
would remain the same and would not expand to ac- 
commodate the increase of people. 

In scenario B; the transit plan would create new 
services based on the projected growth in the Blue- 
print; however, it will not go beyond that. 

“Scenario B does not anticipate the continued 
growth and we will always have to play catch-up,” 
Marx said. 

As Sacramento continues to grow past the 50 years 
estimated in the Blueprint, transit services would 
have to re-examine and expand it once again under 


scenario B. 

Scenario C will put the passenger first, with the 
transit being the priority. This scenario will go be- 
yond scenario B to provide more integrated services 
that will reach more people and connect more loca- 
tions. 

This scenario would provide better services to the 
public, improve the traffic conditions in the future 
and is the more popular scenario thus far, Marx 
said. 

“It will sharply increase the number of trips taken 
by foot and bicycle because people are able to make 
better connections with the transit system,’ Marx 
said. “It will also allow the Sacramento region to ab- 
sorb the 900,000 people that are going to come into 
our area over the next 30 years.” 

This scenario would also introduce improved bus 
services, called “bus rapid transit.” 

The modern buses will travel faster than buses 
today and will operate on a carpool-type lane that 
will be implemented into major streets and intersec- 
tions. 

“The average urban bus operates four and a half to 
nine miles an hour,’ Marx said. “A good bus rapid 
transit route would operate at 25 to 35 miles an hour, 
including stops.” 

Kevan Shafizadeh, professor of civil engineering, 
was at the forum to talk to Regional Transit and said 
people are interested in the new transit plan, as it 
could affect their commutes in the future. 

“I think most people are looking at the accessibility 
of it, how it will serve them and if it’s worth the ad- 
ditional tax,” Shafizadeh said. 

The purpose of the forum was to display to the 
public how transit service could evolve in the future 
and how it could affect people, something Shafiza- 
deh said is important for the public to know. 

“This would create a lot of ties between transit, 
transit services and where people live? Shafizadeh 
said. “It would provide links to schools, community 
colleges, the airport and ties to residential areas.”

“I really like the way he chairs meetings because he makes sure that 
everyone gives input and he does it in a way where it doesn't put people 
on the spot,” Gonzalez said. “He does it in a very inclusive or comfort- 
able way and I think that’s a skill that leaders need to have” 

Cervantes said his passion for politics developed at a young age in his 
hometown of Tamazula in Jalisco, Mexico. As a child, Cervantes said 
he remembers being intrigued by the presidential elections and going to 
the voting booths with his father. 

After graduation, he hopes to attend law school or get a master’s de- 
gree in public policy and administration. One of his main goals is to 
provide representation and educational opportunities to under-served 
and under-represented communities. 

Cervantes’ family immigrated to the United States in 1998 when he 
was 11 years old and provided him the opportunity to go to college. 

Cervantes said his 22-year-old sister, Adriana Cervantes, broke the 
ground in being the first generation to go to college at Sac State and 
guided him through the college process. She helped him apply to col- 
leges and showed him resources to help him achieve a college degree. 

She said he is passionate about education because of their parents and 
experiences of their older brothers. Their two older brothers went to 
college in Mexico but couldn't further pursue their education in the 
United States because they had to work to support the family. They told 
Cervantes and his sister, “We're doing this for you.” 

“I think that’s what influenced Miguel to move on and to make my 
parents proud and at the same time achieve his dream of becoming 
somebody in life one day,’ Cervantes’ sister said. 

Cervantes became involved in the College Assistance Migrant Pro- 
gram during his first year at Sac State. He said the program provided a 
supportive environment for first-generation college students, especially 
through tutoring that helped him further his skills in speaking and 
writing English. 

He became an intern through the program at the Mexican American 
Legal Defense and Educational Fund, a lobbying firm where he learned 
about the lobbying process and how a bill becomes'a law. He received 
calls from farm workers who were forced to spray pesticides without 
wearing masks and who received sexual comments from bosses, and 
often referred them to legal firms. 

Cervantes said he felt like his “arms were tied” in this job because he 
couldn't call the employers and tell them to stop discriminating against 
their workers. He said the workers were taken advantage of because of their 
situation and that fueled his desire to become involved in the community. 

“If I can translate or if | can give someone a ride or stand up for some- 
thing that I feel is wrong, then I’m going to do it. That’s what kind of 
fuels me to help out other people; he said. “So aside from getting a law 
degree or getting my master’s and moving on to my job somewhere, 
ideally it's something that has to do with it but I really want to give com- 
munity involvement.” 

Alfredo Cadenas, junior communication studies major at Sac State, 
said Cervantes has become a brother to him since they met through the 


Campus Assistance Migrant Program. Cadenas said they bonded over - 


growing up close to the same places in Mexico and because ‘Cervantes’ 
is Cadenas mother’s last name. Cadenas said the two last names are 
used in Mexico and as a result, they called one another cousins. 

Despite Cervantes’ one-year involvement in the program, Cadenas 
said Cervantes helped in the office and counseled other students. He 
said this involvement showed the passion Cervantes had for helping 
others. 

“Some people, they forget to come back and help the community. 
They get the help and they kind of run away or take advantage. They 
don't care about other people,’ Cadenas said. 

He said family and respecting elders are important morals and ideals 
to the Mexican culture that he feels Cervantes believes in. Cadenas said 
Cervantes looks for ways to help his family.

The new policies require mandatory. study. hall 
times for freshmen, transfer and returning students 
with a GPA lower than 3.0 for men’s basketball and 
2.5 for football and track. 

All athletes must turn in class attendance forms 
signed each session by their professors. For a first 
class missed, an athlete will miss practice; for the sec- 
ond, another practice and missing a third, a game. 

In addition to the attendance forms, athletes must 
present a letter to their professors during the first 
week of school explaining what days they will miss 
due to travel. Bi-weekly academic progress moni- 
tored by coaching staff for men’s basketball, football, 
golf and outdoor track also lets coaches know how 
their athletes are doing in their studies. 

Mens baseball, basketball, football, golf, indoor and 
outdoor track and women’s tennis were all penalized 
for having scores lower than 925. 

The academic progress report doesn’t just mean 
student athletes are slipping in grades. Two factors 
affect the reports for each individual athletic pro- 
gram. , 

The reports are a combination of points. Each stu- 
dent athlete on scholarship represents two possible 
points. If the athlete maintains eligibility during a 
semester and returns for the following semester, he 
or she receives both points. All the points from the 
team are added to make the report. 

The points are tallied for four academic years to see 
_ the progress of the program. 

Back in November, a committee that examined the 
reports set a tentative plan to recruit students who 
will continue to stay at Sac State and maintain eli- 
gibility. 

Terry Wanless, director of athletics, said coaches 
and advisers should help student-athletes in their re- 
sponsibility of balancing academics and athletics. 

“After 30 years in the business, organizational skills 
is the number, one skill I've seen students lack. You 
have to spend equal time outside of class for prepara- 
tory work,’ Wanless said. 

The new study hall requirements and consequences 
for missing class should add to that extra studying 
time. 

In his first month at Sac State, basketball coach Bri- 
an Katz took a proactive attitude when discussing his 
student-athletes’ grades. 

“Bottom line: They are here to get an education. If 
the guy is missing class, he is missing a game,” Katz 
said. 

Wanless said the Athletics Department and the 
athletes are solely responsible for ensuring that aca- 
demic success is met. 

“We have not blamed anyone else. We believe it 
is our responsibility with the students-athletes to 
achieve these academic goals,” Wanless said. 

Different athletics programs have lost retention 
points from constant changes in coach positions. 
Players often end up leaving the programs too, an 
experience the football team has encountered. 

But Edwards said the team received great assistance 
this semester from Jaccie Irwin of the Communica- 
tion Studies Department. 

“She met one-on-one, in group settings, and in 
study hall to discuss study and organizational skills, 
as well as mentor (student-athletes) in all aspects of 
their football and academic lives? Edwards said. 

Edwards believes football coach Marshall Sperbeck 
has brought stability to the team and has the vision 
to make sure athletes stay and maintain eligibility. 
He understands students must first be successful in

“Coach Sperbeck is trying to balance winning, 
which will bring in money for more research, and 
maintaining academically successful students,’ Ed- 
wards said. Recruitment affects this balance. 

For fall 2008, the football team’s average GPA was 
2.8, the highest ever for the team in Sac State history. 
Many people question whether the reports are nec- 
essarily an accurate portrayal of academic success in 
the classroom. 

Sac State’s athletics department was penalized in 
seven sports, the most of any Division I school in the 


nation. In contrast, San Jose State lost 12.17 scholar- 


ships in five sports, while Sac State only lost 3.35. 

Erica Violet, sophomore interior design major and 
track player, said many athletes don't think the re- 
ports are fair. 

“Our grades are something our coaches talk to us 
all the time about. (But) we lose points for people 
who don't graduate and it affects us. There is only so 
much you can do as an individual,” Violet said. 

Geoff Warner, junior criminal justice major and 
football player, said a solution should be implement- 
ed to keep students more focused on studies. 

“Obviously, with seven programs penalized, there is 
an issue that needs to be addressed? Warner said. 

While student-athletes must maintain their own 
grades, Warner said cooperation from faculty helps 
to relieve pressure. 

“I think sometimes professors don’t understand the 
travel demands, lifting schedules, practice schedules 
and extremities associated with being an athlete,” 
Warner said. 

Wanless believes two statistics show that Sac State

I still believe that I can do almost anything for which 
I aim.

Women’s tennis team falls to Arizona State during the NCAA Regional

The season ended for the Sacramento State wom- 
ens tennis team when it lost to Arizona State 4-0 
in the NCAA Tournament Friday in Fresno. After 
stomping the Big Sky throughout the season and 
during the Big Sky Tournament, the Hornets entered 
the NCAA Tournament ranked 53rd in the NCAA. 
No..21 Arizona State got off to a good start when 
it won the doubles point with an 8-2 victory in the 
No. 1 match and an 8-3 victory in the No. 2 match. 

“Maybe we could have been a little more aggressive 
in doubles but their 1 and 2 in doubles are good and 
ranked,’ junior Luba Schifris said. 


In tournament play, the first team to win four 
matches advances so the doubles point is more im- 
portant than in the regular season. 

Teams cannot bounce back later in singles as easily 
because it’s a race to four wins. 

“It was just a tough match. I didn't have any com- 
plaints about their efforts at all? Director of Tennis 
Bill Campbell said.

Murderball: A mix of basketball and hockey with a volleyball

Fot the uninitiated, Quad Rugby, or more affectionately 


known by its original name of Murderball by players and 


aficionados of the sport, is a hybrid cross of basketball 

Me and hockey played with spe- 
cially modified wheelchairs and 
an overinflated volleyball. The 
premise of the game is simple: 
The person carrying the ball in 
his or her lap must touch at least 
two of his or her wheels inside 
the goal of the opposing team by 
using whatever means necessary 
short of reaching out and strik- 
ing another player. 

Each team is allowed to field 
four members at a time with a 
special limitation on the players fielded based on a point 
system according to the range of disabilities a player has. 
According to official Quad Rugby rules, a player must 
have an impairment in three out of four limbs to be recog- 
nized as a player. A person with less-hindering disabilities 
is awarded more points than others with more hindering 
disabilities, but a team’s fielded total may not exceed an

eight-point limit to prevent unfair match-ups. 

According to the game program detailing the history of 
the sport, Quad Rugby “was developed by three Canadi- 
ans from Winnipeg, Manitoba, as a quadriplegic equiva- 
lent to wheelchair basketball” Before officially changing 
the name of the sport to Quad Rugby, it was first called 
Murderball “due to the aggressive nature of the game.’ 

“The great thing about this sport is that when you tell 
somebody you play wheelchair rugby, they say, ‘It sounds 


tough; or, “That's awesome; but they don't understand » 


how intense the game is,’ Saul said. — 

One has to see the game in action to understand it. The 
intensity of the game can be felt in the earth-shaking 
sound of players hurling their 30-pound, solid aluminum, 
specially welded battle chairs into each other with enough 
reckless abandon to sometimes flip the ftve-wheeled 
monstrosities over and cause concussions and broken 
ribs to be relatively common injuries within the game. 

“Oh, just put some tape on it and get back in there. You 
can never miss a beat,’ Allen “Al” Seals of the Reno Big 
Horns said. Seals was one of the original founders of the 
Big Horns when the team was formed in 1992. Through- 
out his career, the veteran Quad Rugby player said that he 
has suffered three concussions and had broken every toe 
on his feet.

But no matter what's broken, on the field every Quad 
Rugby player can always count on two things that exist in 
massive abundance to patch things up: duct tape and the 
feeling of camaraderie every player feels for one another. 

“We have a huge commonality,’ Seals said. 

Many of the players can relate to one another because of 
their shared experiences as quadriplegics. But no matter 
the range of symptoms, when playing Quad Rugby, Seals 
and Saul believe that disabilities don't count for much on 
the field. 

The only real difference between players is the heart they 
bring into the game. 


Saul, who played with the United States Obnipic Quad 


Rugby teams from 2003-2007 as a member of their train- 
er team, has dreams and aspirations of one day being a 
part of that team. 

“Tl get a gold medal or I'll die trying,’ he said. 

Saul moved to Sacramento a year ago after receiving a 
bachelor’s degree in recreation administration from Texas 
State University. He currently attends Sac State and is 
working to attain a master’s degree in the subject in ad- 
dition to helping rebuild the River City Wreckers in his 
spare time. He intends to pursue a doctorates in the future 
and a career in teaching children. 

Unlike the Big Horns, the Wreckers are not yet a part of 


the United States Quad Rugby Association that features 
36 teams and 450 active players. But both sides have been 
talking about merging the two teams together due to the 
recent difficulty the Big Horns have been having in try- 
ing to find members, something that Seals believes to be a 
good thing in a different way. 

Shortly after the sport's creation, he said that America 
was at the-forefront of a Quad Rugby explosion that saw 
the sport become “the fastest growing wheelchair sport in 
the world today” and drew world-wide acclaim. Seals said 
that during the time when he was on the US. National 
Team, he used to play at packed standing-room,only sta- 
dium games in Sydney, Australia. 

But as America is at the forefront of Quad Rugby’s in- 
ternational advances, so too is it in the advancement of 
medicine. Seals said he thankfully attributes the scarcity 
of new players to improved medical techniques to save 
victims from permanent paralysis. As to the future of the 
sport, he only had one thing to say. 

‘Tl keep playing so long as I can push a chair. I'm 48 
years old, but I love this sport,’ he said.

He earned All-America honors in the long jump at the NCAA D-I Indoor 
Track and Field Championships. McFarlane finished 13th in the field with 
a jump of 24-09.75. He had the eight-best mark by American student-ath- 
letes to become the first D-I Indoor All-American in school history. 

In the championships, he won the 100 and 200 meter sprints, the long 
jump and received second in the triple jump. 

Also for the championships, he received Big Sky Athlete of the Year hon- 
ors for both indoor track and field and helped the men’s track and field 
team repeat as indoor champions. 

McFarlane furthered his success this year by qualifying for the Olympic 
Trials in Eugene, Ore., for the 2008 Olympics. 

“Every day I try to give it my all until I cannot move. I appreciate the hon- 
ors and I had fun this year with my team bringing home the championship 
trophy, McFarlane said.

Senior gymnast Melissa Genovese competed in her second season as an 
all-arounder and third season as co-captain on the team. She tied her best 
and tied the school record of 9.925 on the beam, just to smother it the fol- 
lowing week and now holds the best score in school history on the beam 
with a score of 9.950. 

Genovese has won or tied seven of the 11 regular-season meets beam 
titles. She finished second on the beam and third in the all-around at the 
Western Athletic Conference Championships. She tied for eighth on the 
beam and finished sixth in the all-around during the NCAA Regional and 
was named an alternate for the NCAA Championships in the all-around 
category.
